After  three  months  of  rest,  we  entered  our  sophomore  year,  This  year,  wo 
chose  as  officers:  Emmett  Bailey,  president;  Hugh  Jackson,  vice-president, 
Tiney  Me  Co  mb,  secretary;  and  Lyle  Campbell,  treasurer.  Our  activities  wore 
in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Brill  and  Mrs.  Currence.  This  was  the  year  that  we  really 

entered  into  the  spirit  of  school. 


Our  junior  year  was  one  of  our  busiest.  Our  hands  began  to  play  a  more 
important  part  as  we  were  gradually  becoming  leaders.
